It happewd, that among ſeveral Muſicians Fo attend: 
ed the King at Sup woe there was One moſt Eminent Ar- 
iſt, who, upon a Diſpute about the Force of Muſick, be- 
ing askd whether it was in the Power of his Art to Pro- 
voke a Man to Rage and Fury, ond it poſſible, and 
being afterwards queſtion d, whether he knew the Way 
or Method of ſuch a Porformarice. hl: ſsd he did : 
Whereupon the King, \ being curious t0 Try the Experi- 
ment, defied, at la by Threats compell'd Him t5 
uſe "40 atmoſt Endeavours. to perform: what he pretended 
to. The Muſician perceromp- no way of Declining the 
Undertaking, order'd that'all Arms and dangerous In- 
ſtruments Hoald he remou'd out of the Room; and that 
lay 4 a _ out vf the Sound-vf his Muſick, 
as ſoon as they. *bgakd any extraorllinary. Noiſe, ſhould 
break open the Dov ro prevent what Miſchief might 
happen... And. this: "being arcordingly *done, he began jo 
Grave a Strain, that it preſently fill d the Hearers. with 
Sadnels, 4nd lull'd. their $ pirits into 4 deep Supetaction : 
_— he had thus play 4'convenient Time, by a Brisker 
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and more Sprightly ſort of Muſick \ he raivd then fron 
their. Dullneſs to. 4 cheartul Temper; Jo that being cured 


of their Melancholy they were now Dancing for Joy : 
At laft.running over. a confusd Diviſion w ah 'a moſt Vi- 
olent quickneſs, he. made them ſo Impatient, {8+ they 


fill'd the Houſe with Clamours; ſuch an abſolute Power 
had the Variety of Sounds over the Aﬀections of their 


Mind. When thoſe therefdre that were without, under- 
ſtood that the King, and \they that were with him Were 
grown Furious ; they broke open the Doors, and.took hold 
of the King, to ) ſecure him from doing. himſelf a Miſchief. 
But He, being 1ncenvd and: ſtrengthen'd with Paſſion, 
threw himſelf out of their Arms, Jus, having got 4 Sword; 
preſently Killed Four of his Guards, that were next him, 
and by a greater Number of f Them, not wrehout their 
great Danger, was at laſt over-powerd. 

T his ſtrange Relation our Hiſtorian ' confirms FY this 
memorable Tsſtance, that it occaſion'd a Revolution in the 
Goverment. For the King, when reduced to his Sen- 
ſes, being very Sorry for the Ill be had dune; for the Ex- 
pation of his Crime, enjoyra Himſelf 4 Religi ous Pil- 
grimage, deſigning to o_ the Holy-Land : "Tr ACCOr= 
dingly having Commutted the Adminiſtration of the Go- 
verment to his Son Haraldus; in his Travels he 2 d, 
and was Bury d 'in:tbe Iſland of Cyprus. 1 
| Timuſt leave the Reader to his qwn Liberty, wr 
| he will believe this:to be matter of Fact,” or no; [| jhall 
not Vouch for the Hiſtorian. Tho I might Exp ,oftulate 
in his behalf, what Intereſt he could have to _ ſuch 
an Untruth, and to-confirm 1t. by Juch Remarkable Cir 
cumſtances. 

But, what is mo to Our preſent Plyoſe, I ſhall offer 
fome Reaſons for Juppofu ing that the Mulick of the

And firſt of all, it is not to be imagin'd how great Com- 
mand of this Art they might have arrivd to, by long 
Practice, and thoſe Iniprovements which Jo many Lear- 
ned Men, for ſeveral Ages, muſt ſucceſſrovely have ad- 
ded ; eſpecially conſidering the vaſk.Scope of the Antient 
Muſick, when compar-d to the Modern, T is probable, 
that the Art of Compoſing in Parts, may now be better 
Underſtood and Practicd, than it was in their Time : 
But it muſt be ſuppoſed that while they negle&ed this 
Part of Muſick; they might improve their Art to a grea- 
ter Influence over the Fancy by a long Study and Pra- 
Rice 1m the ſeveral Kinds of Muſick : And this will ap- 
pear more Probable, if we conſider that the Chromatic 
and Enharmonic Kinds, ( which are not much usd by 
Modern Muſicians, ) ſeem_to be adapted to affett the 
Imagination with - greater. Force and Efficacy, than the 
Diatonic Genus; which is now chiefly prattic d. 

And Dr. Holder, in his Treatiſe concerning the Na-

4 Now from this Conſideration of Muſical Sounds, we 
may " that they may be alſo capable of producing 
contrary Effects : For if T hey can thus allay and mo- 
derate the Motion of the Spirits when in a high Frenzy, 
tis equally probable that by contrary meaſures they 
| may excite T hem to as great 4 Diſtraction. Nay, the 
Muſick of the Antiettts, as we have before repre 
it, ſeems more adapted to Cauſe than to Cure dneſs, 
not only upon the Account of its Variety, but even from 
our own Obſervation that the ſprightly Air more power- 
fully elevates the Spirits, than the Grave Compoſition 
depreſles and reſtrains T heir Motion.
